There are many obrlous flaws in the Subject's story; to check eome of those 
. ve have submitted to 0FFSFEIH3 a questionnalre« a copy of whleh is attached 
as Annex 3* 
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19 . In vlev of the ppparently poor ouallty of the "Intorrogatioa", the 
interrofiator, ”11 275 **, ms&^serve a 'bit of attention. He vae born ln the 
Ukraine, vhere ho epent h^ yuth; he vae a Czarlet cnvalry off leer; eubee* 
cmently' a proieeslonaL UknrriAan ^Igre off leer (eee para 3 b, Uev. Proj. 

143 for fortber detalls). Ee has been wltb the Abwehr for soany yeare and 
ia nov Deputy Chief of Stab-Agency 16 of "C controlled by 11 260 . Ee le the 
case offlcer for Frojects 139 and 143 . An entry ln the pro^ect 143 fllo 
ehova that he flev to Berlin on 36 April 1950 , allegedly to put the pro;)ect 
Into effect thro\]^ 11 393 , father of 11 377 . Bote, hovever, that ^b^eet 
was Interrogated in Berlin by 11 275 on 26 , 37 , and 38 of April, probably 
the real reaeon for thle trip.
